A TERRIFIC CYCLONE. 


Northeast Kansas Swept by an Electric 
Storm. 


Houses Demolished, Trains Ditched, One 
Child Killed and Many People 
Injured. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, KAS., April 3—A destructive cyclone 
and electric storm struck here at about seven 
o’clock last evening, doing ‘great damage. 
The storm came from the southwest, striking 
first about a mile tram town, and was describ- 
ea by witnesses as being an immense gray-col- 
ored, funnel-shaped cloud. There were ap- 
parently two cyclones, the heaviest of 
which struck on Elm street, completely de- 
molishing seven residences and injuring five 
others, all in four blocks. The cioud then 
jumped a space of five or six blocks, lighting 
near the river, where it 

TORE UP SEVERAL RESIDENCE3 
and barns; thence to the = freight 
depot, which it unroofed, and over- 
turned a number of freight cars in the 
K. C., L. and S. yards. North Ottowa suffered 
heavily, some twelve or fifteen residences be- 
ing damaged, most of them utterly demolisu- 
ed. The evening train from Lawrence, due 
here at 6:50, was caught at 
mile north of town. 
A passenger car, a car loaded with sand anda 
freight ear were overturned. One passenger 
was serionsly injured. 
THE STORM 
then proceded to the northeast, destroying the 
Spencer and Wilkerson and two other farm- 
residences three miles from town. At this hour 
(midnight) the injured reported are S. F. 
Beeler and family, all more or less cut and 
bruised; J. Marshall, bruised; A. H. Baldwin, 
badly bruised; Mrs. Block, badly cut, and 
CHILD KILLED; 
Mrs. Harting, arm broken; Mr. Jones, leg 
broken, and some twenty others slight- 
ly injured.

pocrisy and that we are all after money, and, 
this conceded, he becomes chatty, chirruppy, 
affable, open-handea. Suchis the carrying 
deg of the Camerons. 

Bill Kemble is considered by weak, under- 

ling people in Pennsylvania a fine, impulsive 
man. The very few men of self-respect there 
hnow tbat he is carrion-fed and that his 
moral nature is rotten. I hearda poor, de- 
bauched editor once say: Ah! when I was in 
a tight place and wanted $50,000, I thought of 
the many men I had served and asked them 
and they said they hadn’t it. But Kemble 
came forward, aman I had written rough 
things of, and he said like a noble fellow, ‘I 
hear you are poor. What will it take to dis- 
charge your debt? I can fixit for you.’ He 
lent it to me like a man.“ f 

Aud I said, silently, to myself, es, and 
you took it like a 
In alittle while the editor was out of his 

propery and the work of his life gone. Kem- 
e had all bis money back with interest aud 
the paper was harnessed to the 
wagons of the Cameron-Kemble ring. 
Let this now pass. Long epitaphs are wasted 
on monuments of dunghil!l. I desire to look 
beneath. individualism and account forthe 
shamelessnuess of both parties in Pennsylvania. 
Tbere is only one difference between tnem 
there; one bus had the power long, the other 
is hungry.

Limpute the corruption of Pennsylvania to 
its supreme earthiness and passion to take 
care of the body, tbe animal, indifferent to auy’ 
of the other forms of man, bis culture, his

delicacy, bis honcr, his mind’s and soul's re- 


ppect. 

The founder of the State has been taken to 
task by Lord Macauiay as alobbyi-t,insome of 
his transactions not much above Bilt Kemble. 
‘William Penn, savs Mucaulay, Was a 
broker in simony of a peculiarly discreditable 
kind ’—possibly Siwouy Camerony. He was 
accused of dealing in pardons forthe lives and 
honor of certain young girls at Taunton wao 
weicomed the rebel Monmouth, nd who paid 
$10,000 through Penn to the Queen’s maids of 
honcr. Tbe late Hepworth Dixoa partics- 
larly refuted some of Macaulax's charges, but 
Penn was a sersual fellow by American testi- 
mony. His ‘deputy, James Logan, wrote that 
Thomas Venn nad better stay away 
from Pennsylvania than behave as 
he did when last here with Lady 
Jenks,’ and the chap who made the 
celebrated walking feat, to cheat Indians, be- 
ing pooriy paid, turned to Tom Penn Land 
damned him and his haif-wife to theic faces.“ 
The Quaker element ia Pennsylvania, though 
discarding valor and honor as valuable traits, 
had a certaiu spirituality; but they did not 
vulue liberty, believed in gain, saved and re- 
stricted.their charity, and often became sordid 
beyond measure. The Germans, who make 
probably one-haif the original Pennsylvania 
element, Were not the Germans of modern 
emigration, but of harsh times, when the Pa- 
latinate Wes ravaced.

In couse of time the Dutch element, cling- 
ing to their original tracts and slowly extend- 
nig, pushed the Scotch-Irish off into the 
West, or mixed the two sordid races. Simon 
(umeron is the son of a Pennsylvania 
Duich woman by a Scotch father. Each of 
ihe legislators who fled from sentence yester- 
any curry the Dutch names of the eighteenth 
century in Vennsyivania—Rumberger, Pe— 
tioff, Kemble, Salter. One is a Scotch name, 
Ciawiord. Kemble has been elected in the 
fxce of ashameless record again and again.

Oid Simon kept a 
back at the little village of Middleton nearly 
forty years ago, and Kemble, worth a million 
dollars, bas a bank in Philadelphia.

It may be said: How do you account for 
Gen. Hancock, who is a Pennsylvanian: 

He bas been removed from the levelling -de- 
spiritualizing associations of the State. West 
honor and responsibility, 

and of unselfishness, too. Men like Gen. John 
Reynolds. George McCall, Ulric Dahlgren and 
Stephen Decatur, removed from the shallow, 
querulous public opinion of home, expand 
like other men. Daniel Boone was a Penn- 
sylvanian, and Robert Fulton. Taken in hand 
hy men of otber States, like Joel Barlow and 
Robert Livingston, Mr. Fulton became a 
knightly quantity, and his native State, re- 
senting nis success abroad from her, has been 
howling against bim, though dead, because 
he was selected to be a Pennsylvania statue at 
Washington. Old Cameron, with better dis- 
crimipution than his enemies, made the selec- 
tion of Fulton, and they, having no seuse in 
controversy, attacked Fulion’s fame on 
Cameron’s behalf. Now old Simon is gener- 
ally right on a disinterested mutter, like a 
long dead man. His intellect is as cleat as avy 
person’s in Pennsylvania, thouga with noth- 
ing divine in it. Cameron broke away from 
his political schoolmaster, James Buchaaan, 
on the tariff question, foreseeing that it would 
be the Pennsylvania shibboleth. He declar- 
ed, though not a Republican, for the Union, 
ard set up Lincoin against Seward. Old 
Cameromwas a Democratup to 1857, and not 
a Republican until 1860. He was a Polk and 
Pierce Democrat, hated all Yankees and never 
uttered an anti-slavery sentiment. In 1848 he 
‘said in the Senate of the District of Columbia 
cmane pation and of the Wilmot provise 
against slavery: It is unjust to force upon 
the people of the District a law for which they 
bave not asked. The Wiimot proviso is 
numbered among the things that are passed, 
and its results will soon be forgotten. Penn- 
sylvapia bas no sympathy with the ultra Abo- 
litionists. She has within her borders no 
funatics as a body.“ Here, too, you see the 
grub, the sensible worm, A comfortable, un- 
indignant, dinner-eating State, with its brain 
in its belly and the ten commandments only 
set up on the inside of its Peniteutiaries! 

Cameron was superior to the State in en- 
terprise and art; for he was a dis- 
ciple ot Frank:in, a tramp printer, who work- 
ed in the early Governmnnt printing office at 
Washington, before we were born. Then he 
set up an organ at IIarrisburg, the State 
Capital, and, lice Thurlow Weed, did the 
legislative printing for a corsideratioa. Thea 
he puta toil bar up against all legislation and 
Jent money to other printers to start organs in 
the outer counties, and thus his power ex- 
tendid. While the good people in the Dutch 
counties were charging the Union soldiers 
twenty-five cents a glass for buttermilk, old 
Simon wus shaving every horse sold to the 
cavairy twenty-five dollars. e said: This 
is perfectly right. It will keep some of the 
money 10 Pennsylvania. Barter must have 
‘ome tariff protection!’’ Thus the art of 
printing, exercised in little towns, made old 
Cameron Duke of the Susquehanna. The 
feliows in Philadeipbia and Pittsburg had to 
look on and be part of his machine, and Don 
Cameron is the well-begotten heir. 

MUSEUM AND MARKET. 

New York 1s far behind other cities in pub- 
lic collections, either literary or artistic. The 
Academy of Design is quite inferior here to 
that ot Philadelphia. We have no library in 
New York at ail equal inavailbility tothe Bos- 
ton Publie Library, the Philadelphia Mercan- 
tile, or the Cincinnati Public Library. The 
Astor Librarv has never been the beneficence 
it should have been, and it is a damper over 
ove’sspirits to go there and stand the ordeal 
of trying for any book . beyond 
the common. There are five private libraries 
in this city, but their owners, like the late old 
Mr. Lenox, keep them within doors as per- 
-onal appendages, for the sake of bothering 
people who solicit the use of them. To get 
into the library Lenox endowed and out of 
which he kept most of his books until he 
died, one has to write a postal card and wait 
a day for the necessary admission. 

New York has magnificent private paint- 
irgs. The cosily pictures of Gerome, Meis- 
scnier, Alfred Stevens and others are owned 
inthis city, pictures their artists often ia vain 
solicittLe loan of for such International Ex- 
bibitions as Vienna and Paris, but the publie 
can not see them except occasionally at some 
joan exhibition, when they are grudyingty 
viven for a week or two. We have just 
opened the new buiiding of the Metropolitan 
Art Museum,fer up in Central Park, of which 
ove-twelfth of the contemplated building has 
been finished. You can imagine how weil 
‘his institution is to get along, by the follow- 
ing bit of criti-ism torown out by one of the 
auily newspapers, Whose critic is nothing ua- 
less terrific: : 

“We tbink it a positive ‘cruelty to 
the memoly of Hiram Powers 
toexhibit his California.“ Ilow could such 
aman get it into his head that he was a sculp- 
tor, or an artist of any kind? For luuicrous 
Vulgarity there probably never has been such 
a figure as this made in our times, but it is 
every Whit as govud sculpture as Mr. Story’s 
polished and pretentious nonentities. They 
nave no individual character, But how could 
the sculptor deceive bimself into forgetting 
that the pose of the ‘Medea’ is a direct bor- 
rowirg fiom a Pompeiian painting, and that 
treither the Cleopatra nor the Sybil would have 
¢Xisted bad he not seen and studied the sitting 
Agvripperi’ For the sake of our art we 
heartily Wish these pieces of sculpture could 
be removed.“ 

There is Mr. Story. who is our only literary 
sculptor, and our only sculptor of any kind 
yet recognized abroad, dismissed as if ne had 
assassinated Lis mother. It certainly ought 
tobe one province of American criticism to 
soften the soil in which the afts are to grow. 
aud such writing as the above would indicate 
that we have not tke social and artistic con- 
ditions in New Vork to harbor art. It has 
been well said that the City of Philadelphia 
has tbe worst newspapers on the con- 
tinent, and a reason for it is 
ih. treatment of talent there by the leveling 
range of scrubs. The artistic criticism in 
New York is done in the main by a few pup- 
pies, Who would discourage, if they could, 
every native artistic endeavor. A general at- 
tack Was made in the most pretentious city 
daily, not long ago, in the editorial columns, 
upon all the public statuary inthe city. Mr. 
Ball’s Webster, Mr. Brown’s Washington, the 
excellent bast of Mazzini, and Mr. Waru’s 
Sbakspeare, were all dismissed with a bark,and 
it Was demanded that we buy our statuary 
from Italians and Frenchmen. 

BEEF. 

Perhaps better tban an art gallery, we are 
to have a new market in New York. Consid- 
ering that this is the largest city in the 
Western world. it may surpiise you to know 
that it ha- the worst markets in either bemi- 
sphere. Down in the lower part of the island 
ol New York, overhanging a river, is a pair 
of old market shambles, each built about fifty 
years ago, each tumble-down, shapeless, 
Hithy. ‘three miles above these markets live 
the consumers, yet it has been impossible by 
the Juabor of twenty years to attract the 


butchers, hucksters and country 
people up into the district of 
the consumers. They Kill the 
beeves here for up town, and 


cally them downto these lower shambles, 

charging tive per cent commission, making 
tive dollars a bullock, cartage to be taxed on 
the copsumer who buys his meat and then 
bh: uls it back up town, or if he does not goto 
meiket (us not one in a thousand of our peo- 
ple Co) be must gotoacottage market, or 
op, and pay munv per cent more. It is 
ui, notwithstanding the character of its pub- 
lic warkets, that those of New York nad cost 
¥ 5,000,000, 

Several years ogo, in the ring times, a 
sUInpluous insrket-house of brick was put up 
onthe Noith River at the foot of Thirty- 
fuurth street. It was a dead failure, as the 
market people combined against it, having a 
natural love of dirt. But with tbe increase 
oithe cost of livipg on this island and the 
necessity of economy, particularly in the ta- 
ble, this market-house is about to be revived 
in the bands of a private corporation, and the 
people are read to patronize it. The buiid- 
ing covers 160,000 square feet of ground and 
extends out into the Hudson River, and in 
this farther end are facilities for slaughtering

What Evangelist Moody Thinks of the 
Fruits of His Labor in St. Louis.

How This Compares With Other Cities 
From a Religious Standpoint. 


Mr. Dwight L. Moody, the evangelist, and 
his able co-laborer, Ira D.Sankey, conclude 
theireeighteen weeks’ work in St. Louis to- 
morrow evening. The meetings, two a day, 
onall days of holding meetings, were uni- 
formly well attended; still the most confus- 
ing and contradictory reports of the result of 
the winter’s work in St. Louis have Leen cir- 
culated, some to the effect that blessings were 
heaped upon the evangelist, while others pro- 
nounced his efforts and labors utter failures. 
To obtain an expression on this interesting 


topie a reporter, last evening, called upon 
Mr. Moody at his residence, No. 
3412 Franklin avenue. The evangelist wel- 
comed the reporter and invited him toa 
chair. The object of the call was explained 
bv the 1eporter asking for a statement con- 


’ cerning the result of the work that has been 


going on in St. Louis during the past few 
months. 

„Well,“ said Mr. Moody, “I do not think 
Jam the proper judge of the success of the 
work. 

„Who is then if you are not?“ 

„The ministers of the different churches 
will be better able to tell what the result will 
be in the course of a year or six months than 
I can.” 

„What do you think of the results judging 
as you can fromthe attendance.’’ 

„Well, youcan scarcely from any opin- 
ion from that. The persons who 
will best know are the ministers, 
who can judge by the number of accessions to 
the church. Now, next Sabbath Dr. Niecols 
will receive fifty persons.“ 

Are vou satisfied with the result of your 
labors???’ 

No, sir. I am never satisfied; I will say 
that Jam encouraged, greatly encouraged, but 
not satisfied.“ 

„How do the results compare with those of 
Baltimore ?’’ 

ou cannot very well make a comparison: 
zaltimore is a much older city, and is a thor- 
cughly American city, while St. Louis’ popu- 
lation is made up of people from all parts of 
the world. You bave a great foreign popula- 
tion, have you not?’’ 

Lhe reporier explained the different dis- 
tricts and their inhabitants, and Mr. Moody 
continued: 

‘So you see there is but a beit running 
up through the city of American people. 
Ihen Baltimore is a religious city. Just think 
of it; the Methodist, alone have seventy-nine 
cburebes in Baltimore, and this for but one 
sect. Stil, proportionately, St. Louis com- 
pares verv iavorably with Baltimore.“ 

‘How do we compare with Chicago?“ 

„Now that I cannot well tell. You see, While 
in Chicago, we held all our meetings at one 
plece—the Tabernacle—while bere we went 
from one church to another. Burl think we 
reeched just as many persons in St. Louis as 
we did in Chicago. About the same number 
in each.“ 

Do vou believe, as was asserted be some 
of the pastors at ove of the ministers’ meet- 
ings, tbat infidelity is better organized in St. 
Louis than any other eity?“ 

No, 1 co not think so. St. 
Catholic city.“ 

‘You think this city is Catholic”? 

“Certainly it is Catholic. Why, they have 
forty-nine ele gant edifices in this city. Why, 
just look at that buiiding,’’ said Mr. Moody, 
pointing out the parler window to the Rock 
Church a few blocks away. Why, there is a 
Catbolic church large enough to take in all 
this district. But they have forty-nine large 
churches. Most assuredly this is a Catholic 
city. Then, again, this 1s the principal seat of 
the Lugaeran Church. They have the ſinest 
seminary in the country, attended by sometwo 
hundred young men, tbree miles below here.“ 

„How has the work progressed among the 
Germans?“ 

Well, you see, there isa large class that 
we do not reach, and I consequently do not 
know anything about the result.“ 

Have you heard Mr. Von Schluembach ex- 
press any opinion on the subject?’’ : 

„Jes; he is enthusiastic over the success 
with which he has met here.“ 

‘What have you to say of your sojourn in 
St. Louis? 

I must say that I was well received and 
well treated by all. The papers indeed treat- 
ed me well. I like Sv. . for I like to 
preach ina Western city, where it is building 
up tbe faitb, not like in the Eastern cities, 
where it is already built up. The Catholics 
never interfergd with me.“ 

TLe conversation then drifted to subjects in 
general, and the reporter asked, What do 
you think of the Salvation Army?“ 

“On, I don’t know anything about it, and 
couldn't give any expression concerning it. It 
is something that came up since I was in Eng-

land. But 1 will not judge of it, for 
there is where a great deal of harm is 
done in people sitting in judgment 


on matters that they know nothing about. 
So I know nothing about the Salvation Army 
but what [have learned from reports, and 
I wouldn’t base an opinion on that.“ 

„What are your plans forthe futurc?’’

WIll you return to St. Louis to hold furth- 
er meetings?“ 

„No; will return in May for my family, 
but there is no jikelihvod that I wiil bold any 
more meetings.’’ 

It was Mr. Moody's intention to go South by 
river, crossing over to Texas, where he would 
take a rest, returning in May for bis family, 
when he will take bis leave of St. Louis and 
the very extensive circle of close personal 
friends he has made during his stay in this 
city.

THE SCHOOL SCANDAL. 


Prof. Harris Thinks the Stoddard No Worse 


Than Its Neighbors,

Dr. McPheeters Explains the Charge 
That Was Made Last Night. 


Several startling statements were made last 
evening atthe meeting of the Society for the 
Suppression of Viee at St. John’s M. E. 
Church, among others that the Stoddard 
School, on Ewing and Lucas avenues, was 
flooded with obscene literature, the vilest 
possible books and instruments be- 
ing in the hands of the elder 


girls who attend that seminary of learning. 
At the meeting this statement was warmly de 
nounced by Dr. Jennings, who looked upon 
the utterance as an indictment of the school. 
Several gentlemen became rather warm in de- 
bating the question, and the only conciusion at 
which ail arrived was that no 
possible good could Aris from 
the discussion. The general work 
of the society, it is well-known, is the prompt 
punishment of the misereant3 who trade upon 
the innocence and simplicity ot youth. It is 
claimed by gentlemen here who ure well post- 
ea that not the Stoddard scnool alone, but 
every educational institution in the city 
where young people congreg ite, 
either private or public, has been ful 
ed by dealers in vile publications 
with their obscene wares. With regard to the 
casein point atthe Stoddard School, there is 
much difference of opinion between the school 
authorities andthe gentlemen of the Society 
for the Suppression of Vice. 

A reporter called on 

MR. W. T. HARRIS, 

Superintendent of the Public Schools, at bis 
residence, Second Carondelet avenue, to as- 
certuin what he thought of the statements 
made atthe meeting concerning the Stodard 
School. 

Mr. Herris remarked thatthe S. S. V. was 
doing a good work in its warfare against ob- 


scene and immoral literature. Iie 
had no doubt but what there was 
1 prevalence Ot it everywhere, and 


there bad been danger of it to bis knowledge 
for twenty years past. As to there being any 
particular surteit of it or any great prevalence 
Of it in our schools, don’t think there is. Of 
course there is some ot it, and it is the occasion 
for vigilence especially on the part ot parents. 
They oughtto examine the concealed books 
their children carry. It is very difficult for the 
teacher to detect it if the parent does notco- 
operate. There is more or less of this immora! 
trash gets among the pupils. Not adav pas zes 


but what «a teacher takes away a book 
of that kind from some pupil, 
but 1 don't think it happens in 


the same school once a month. There are 
forty thousand children in the schools. So vou 
can see that the vice does not prevail to any 
alarming extent. In the Stoddard School there 
are over 1,600 pupils regularly belonging te it. 
The only way thatateacher can get hold ot 
this matter is by discovering thata pupil has 
brou bt seme book to school.’’ 

„Well, but what do youthink of the state- 
ment that the Stoddard Schoo! is actually 
‘ficoded’ with this demoralizing stuff?“ 

That is all nonsense,’’ replied Prof. Harris. 


„Of the girls, tor instance, nine out of ten 
nuke coniidants ot their mothers, 
who would soon learn of it. 
Why, the teachers ot the school 


would have it dinned into their ears torty 
times aduyif such a state of things existed. 
The majority of the teachers are also ladies, 
and man of them are mothers themselves. It 
would be impossible to food any school with- 
out the schoo! authorities being in full posses- 
sion of the tact. The Society for the Sappres- 
sion of Viceis doing a good work and the 


movement is a rood one, and 
that excuses a deal of s@nsationalism 
in connection with it. lt is the 


same with al) reform movements—the temper 
ance cause, forexample. People getjup and 
tell remarkable things about tue evils of in- 
temperance. People must be startling. It is 
understood that ul reforms move in an ele- 
ment of sensationulism. People urderstand it 
und don’t believe in all the exaggerations. It 
In Necessary to say startling things to impress 
the community.“ 

‘ Then you consider the statement a gross 
exuggeration:“' 

ra schools the Stoddard School would 
be the One where the teachers and prin- 
cipal would be certain to Know of such a 
thing going on. The parents of the 
pupils are educated and generally well-to-do, 
undagreat mauv ofthe mothers there have 
been teachers. It isa school where there is 
vreat surveillance on the part of the parents. 
The children xre rather too much precocious in 
thut district and not easy to govern.’’ 

‘*Willthne matter be investigated?“ 

»The principal and teachers on Monday 
morning go back determined to probe the 


matter to the bottom. Tue principal looks 
specially after all such things. He is paid 


twice as muchas the other teachers, so us to 
be responsible ter the uabits of the pupils, 
their influence upon their fellows, and rela- 
tions to the community. ‘These things are ex- 
pected to occupy much of his time,' 

After ate@w more remarks the reporter took 
his leave. He g:eaned thut Mr. Caldwell, the 
principal of the Stoddard School, is regarded 
asa very Curetul man in such things, and that 
the teachers there are very jealous of the repu- 
tation of the school. In tact, the Stood 
durd School is looked upon as the 
most desirable to teach in, and tor that reason 
considerable envy and jealousy exist between 
its teachers and those of other public schools, 

In the neighborhood of the scnool the utmost 
astonghinent prevailed with regard to the 


charges made at the meeting last night, 
Parents and others who have sent their 


children to the Stoddard were unwilling to be- 
lieve that there was any truth whatever in the 
statement, while they will inthe tuture re- 
double their vigilanee overthe children under 
their care. 
DR. M’PREETERS 

was asked by a reporter to state just what had 
happened at the Stoddard School, and he said 
that he had not hau the story from first hands, 


but he understood that a little girl 
who attended the school told her 
mother that three of the girls claimed 


to be in possession of recipes by which certain 
consequences could be prevented. There was 
no reflection meant on the Stoddard School or 
on itsteachers. They cannot be expected to be 
uble to keep this sort of thing altogether out of 
their schools, although they use the utmost pos- 
sible vigilance. „As a matter of fact 
every schoo], and particularly girls’ schools, 
are Open to tbe insidious advances of these 
miscreants, who work in the dark. I havé no 
doubt the story told about the Stoddard School 
last night is true, but things of this sort should 
not be ventilated inthis way, and it was cer- 
tainly a mistake to tell these things in the way 
it was done.’’

ments made in the colored paper tnat would 


make people believe—dut whit should I care 
for what people think; well, I wrote this card 
this morning to correct it:’’ 

I would like to state regarding the statement 
ot the Freedmen’s Jourtful, that she was a poor 


wusbherwoman; that she never did a day’s work 


in her life while living with me. Ialways took 
good care of her but tound her with Juck Paine, 
whereupon I left her. On the 27th of October 
I gave Mr. Grasty a list of witnesses, Out none 
were subpa@naed. Mr. Grasty said he was in 
Washington, Mo., fortwo days, but the wit- 
ness said he never was there, the only attor- 
neys that were there were Presiey N. Jones und 
Mr. Kent., in 1878, when they were my attor- 
neys. On the 9th of June I gave him u list and 
also $12 50 to go to Washington and subpmna 
my witnesses from there. I heard nothing 
more of Mr. Grasty until I saw in the paper 
that I had to plead guilty, that was the first I 
knew about the plea.

BECKER’S SUICIDE. 
The Testimony of the Two Men Who First 
Discovered the Body 


This morning Deputy Coroner O' Neil held an 
inquest over the body of Henry Becker, who 
killed himself sterday near the River des 
Peres. The decaaned was formerly employed in 
the smelting works at Cheltenham, and it is 
supposed that domestic trouble was the cause 
ot his suicide. Heleaves a wife. The ‘body 
was removed to the Morgue and the Coroners 


examination was conducted this morning at the 


Four Courts. The only witnesses examined 
were J. W. Meyer and Jacob Steffen, who first 
discovered the body. The wife of the deceased 
will be examined this afternoon. The testimo- 
ny ot J. W. Meyer was as follows: 

„do not knowtne deceased. About 6 
o’clock last meht I and Jacob Steffen were 
coming home from work, and we walked along 
a peth through the wodos on the south side of 
the River des Peres, between King’s Highway 
and St. Louis avenue. The path ruas right 
slong the bank of a creek wnich flows into the 
River des Peres. At a point in the bed of the 
creek about 400 vards from where it empties 
into the river we saw the body of the deceased 
lying on the ground. lle was lying on his 
back, and we noticed that he neld in his rigut 
hand a bottle filled with a greehish mixture. 
We stood onthe bank and looked at him, and, 
being satisfied that he was dead, we went 
to Kirg’s Highway and reported to Officer 
Puisopn. We then went back and 
then noticed for the tirst time a bullet wound 
in the dead man’s forehead on the right side. 
We also saw the Derringer pistol, which lay on 
the ground alongside of the right leg. I did 
not notice whether there was any greenish 
tinge about bis mouth or not. He wore what 
was apparently a new suit of clothes, and they 
were dry. I don’t think the body had been ly- 
ing there long. but I did not touch the remains, 
and so cannot tell whether it was warm or not. 
We passed by that spot earlyin the morning, 
and Iam sure thę body was not there at that 
time. There were no marks of a struggle near 
the body, and the evidences were those of a 
suicide.’’ 

Jacob Steffen fully corroborated the state- 
ment made by J SW. Meyer.

THE ARTIST’S BRIDE. 


I hardly thought of it at the time, although 
1 often have since, that when 1 asked Aunt 
Leona to tell mea story of her early life, a 
nt laugh came out from the depths of the 
kitchen and the mischievous yoice of Cousin 
Ralph said: 

‘-'Tell her, mother, and she will write a book

‘Amid tue earlier struggles Deland For- 
rest’s boyhood had been checkered with the 
Vicissitudes of colonial warfare, and soimbued 
Was he with the spirit of resenting every form 


you Aunt 
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of tyranny that now, atthe cousummation of 


freedom, his urdent soul sought anuther and 
anew field cf combat. France presented 
that field, and crossing the ocean he flung his 
whole energy into the cause of the’ people. 

In an obsufe part of Paris he took up his 
abode inthe family of a mechanic, and with 
unswerving regularity he attended the meet- 
ings of the Assembly, and through the dailies 
kept pace withthe Jacobins and Girondists. 
Wi.h the countless throng that surrounded 
the Tuileries, on the memorable 10th of Au- 
rust, 1792, he took as important a part as any 
Freuch soldier present: but, on the tragic 
12th of September, in very horror, he fled the 
fated city, and later in his heart he could not 
justify the excesses of the peoplein spilling 
the blood of Louis XVI.—albeit he had been 
king. 

“When France was threatened by the 
armies of Austria and Prussia, he eatered the 
field with thousands of volunteers who re- 
tponded to the call of Demoriez. Through 
every siege and battle Leland Forrest pass- 
ed unscathed, until the terrible struggle at 
Jemappes. Among themissiles of death he 
fought undaunted, until a cannon-bali and 
fearful charge of grape-shot mutilated his 
feet. The battle closed, and France had 
won a glorious victory, but the field was red 
with blood and covered with the heroes 
slain. . 

‘‘In the evening darkness a maiden of noble 
birth walked to and fro among the sufferers. 

zut it was now a field of death, and she 
Was about to turn shuddering away ,whea a 
dark form at her feet raised a hand and spoke. 
ne heeded the call, and through the weary, 
Weary night she soothed the soldier with the 
At the sieve of the palacs 
in Paris,for a passing kindness, Marie Au- 
toinétte, the Queen, loosed a string of pearls 
from her hair and gave them to Leland. He 
bad worn them next his heart until now, and as 
the maiden rose to go he placed them in her 
hands until they should meet again.

AGRICULTURAL. 


Farming in Northern Texus. 
Editors Country Gentiemen: 


We bave several hundred acres of fine val- 
ley lands, situated on the Colorado River, at 
the mouth of Valley Creek, and think it con- 
not be surpassed for stock-raising. The grass 
is principally mesquite, and stock does well 
upon it. Our winters are only thirty to sixty 
duys in duration; stock in good condition 
in November or December can go 
through without extra feed. We _ intend, 
however, to raise sufficient to give our horse 
stock care and attention, like farmers in your 
part of the country, which we consider will 
pay far better than to lose iu December, Jan- 
uary aud February what it will take two or 
three montbs of good spring grass to replace. 
The water is excellent, although a little 
brackish, and stock takes to it in preference 
toany other. Our valleys are large, and 
prices of land rule at fifty cents to $1 50 per 
acre. We look for the Texas and Pacific 
Railrcad inside of a year; it runs within fifty 
to seventy-five miles of us, and crosses the 
Colorado River west of us. 

The weather the past mouth has been very 
severe on stock, and manv will suffer losses. 
Our oldest citizens -a, they have known of no 
duch severe cold and snow before. The depth 
of the snow fall was eight to ten inches, and it 
remained for severat Gays. We have had ten 
quite warm davs during the month; mean 
temperature 60°, running up as high as 892 
or US, Which gave the grass quite a shoot. At 
the present writing we are having wind and 
cold, with a little rain; tempera- 
ture 30 to 40°, Wheat

Clearing Off Stalks. 

These bright, windy davs make the condi- 
tions right for clearing off stalk ground.

sweeps downan immense number ina short 


time. If one has a stalk- cutter, it too works 
better on such days. The stalks being dry and 
the ground solid, the blows of the knives sel- 
dom fail. The cutters will this vear miss many 
of the stalks, because there is so large a part 
of them down and out of line. When stalks 
are dry the heavy railroad iron will break the 
Stalks up about as fine as the cutters will make 
them. Where, the stalks have not been 
pastured and we hope there is 
many such :Ffield this spring) the husks are 
apt to betroublesome in the first plowing. 
When we consider the annoyance of stopping 
the team and lifting the plows out of the

THE SEASON’S WORK, 

During the eight months of last season 
nearly 5,000 dogs were captured anu placed in 
the pound. The highest number caught was 
in May, when 802 vagabond c:inines were 
treated to the hospitality of the city and were 
finally executed at the city’s expense. Sep- 
tember was evidently a poor month for wan- 
dering dogs, as during that month only 375 
fell victims to the seductive ways of the pro- 
fessional catchers. In February 556 were 
caught, in March 571, while April only return- 
ed 499. June records show 521 and July 731. 
August has ascore ef 632 dogs. 

During the firstfew months of the season a 
large number of captured dogs are reclaimed 
as compared with the number having owners 
later in the year. Only about one-tenth of the 
aggregate ever are reclaimed, while the rest are 
permitted to die. Few, if any, valuable dogs 
ure captured, and if suchis found to be the 
case the dogis separated from his less fortu- 
nate companions, and held until his owner 
célls for him.

themselves chiefly to those which have been 
found good for market in other localities ani 
by cther orchardists—quite a large list. 

Wheat in Ohio. 


[From the Cincinnati Commercial. } 


The condition of barley and wheat is not so 
promising as it was two months ago. We 
passed through Butler and Hamilton counties 
yesterday (the 23d),and saw about every third 
farmer plowing up his wheat and barley, The 
wheat on black land is no account. Our neigh- 
bor went from the eastern part of Butler 
through the southern part of Preble, and 
thence into Indiana and on to Richmond. 
He reports the wheat on black land worth- 
less. Fields presenta spotted appearance, 
varying with the soil. The more elevated 
and clayey portions have a fair show of wheat 
and barley, but the lower, looser, wetter soil 
has either no show of wheat orvery thin, 
yellow plants that will not pay to leave. As 
soon as the ground is settled and dry enough 
it will be put into other crops. 


Applying Manure. 


A correspondent writes as follows tothe 
Country Gentleman: I am glad to see so 
much discussion in your paper about yard 
manure, and the proper time to apply it to the 
soil. I have tried all times and methods, and 
on my soil I get the best results by applying 
to the topsoil asa top-dressing. As tothe 
time, I say, (as a man once said to me abeut 
trimming orchards, The best time to trim 
orchards is when your knife is sharp.“ ) spread

Ground Feed. 


It has been fully proved that grain fed whole 
is inferior to ground meal, aud it is therefore 
supposed by some that the finer it is ground 
the better. Others maintain that when very 
fine it becomes packed into a mass inthe 
stomach, and is not so well reached in diges- 
tion as if coarser or granulated. We know of 
no series of experiments made to settles this 
point sstisfuciorily. Probably there is not 
much difference betwéen coarse meal and fine 
flour, if eaten slowly or ina dry state, or mix- 
ed with chopped hay or straw and moisteaed. 


Household Affairs. 


BEEF A LA MODE.—Madame ran this off 
quickly and neatly, in ker own language, and 
as the dish was remarkably savory, I will try 
and translate as she talks: **Youtake what you 
call around of beef, and if vou have tyme lard 
it the day before }(it must always be larded), 
and vou put it in a pan with a tablespoonful 
of sweet oil: you spread, with a spoon, the oil 
all over the beef. Next morning take asmall 


piece of butter. if the ol is not sufficient, and 
put the beef in a casserolle, and brown just the 
| outside of the beef on all sides,turning it over. 
Now take a teacupful of bouillion or stock, a 
Elass of white wine, if you have no white wine 
a Wineglassful of Whisky is excellent, yes, sir, 
whisky: and putitin the casserolle, where 
the beef has been browning; you take three 
carrots and cut them lengthwise, three onions, 
a beuquet of parsley, and a clove of garlic. 
Throw in a handful of salt, and pepper toe 
beef plentifully; add to the gravy a spoonful 
of fleur. Allthe art is in the cooking. As 
soon as the beef and all begins to boil put it 
on the side of the range to simmer—iijoter, 
mijoter—and it takes five hours and no less. 
If it is a little dry, add more stock.“ 


TIPSY SQUIRE.—This is a quickly made old - 


| fashioned dessert, providing you are near a 


confectioner, and can buy sponge- cake. Buy 
a half pound sponge-:ake, blanch a half 
pound of almonds,and cut them in four,length- 
wise. Stick tbe pieces of almonds close to- 
gether inthe cake. Place it in the bowl in 
which it is to be served. Pour over it half a 
pint of sherry wine or catawba. Make a cus- 
tard of three pints of milk, six eggs and four 
ounces of pulverized sugar. Beat the eggs 
with the sugar thoroughly. Boil the milk 
and pour it into the egss, strain through a 
sieve back again itto the vessel where the 
milk has been boiled, and put it on the fire for 
tive minutes, stirring it until it thickens; 
when hot, pour it over the cake, and serve 
Cold. This receipt must be over a hundred 
| years old. 
| ToDy¥F PINK.—For every three pounds of 
material take three and a half quarts of wa- 
| ter, two ounces of cochineal, and half an 
' ounce of cream of tartar; steep the cochi- 
neal in warm water two hours, or until 
the strength is entirely extracted, and add 
| the cream of tartar: then wet the garmentin 
clean water, wringing it out quite dry; put it 
| into the dye, bring it to a scalding heat and 
let it remain a few minutes, stirring it all the 
time, whenit will be finished. If a lighter 
color is wanted, use less cochineal; if darker, 
more, the shade depending upon the quantity 
of cocbhintal used. A cheaper dye may be ob- 
tained by substituting madder for the cochi- 
neal. 

TO RENOVATE BLACK Goops.—Take one- 
fifth of a pound of extract of logwood and one 
ounce of saleratus; put in a boiler with 10 
gallons of water, cold or hot; stand over the 
fire, and when boiling hot put in the goods 
either wetor dry; let stand 20 minutes, mov- 
ing about occasionally, rinse in cold water 
until the goods drip clear. and iron imme- 
diately. This will be found a most excellent 
receipt for restoring black goods of any kind 
that bave become rusty or brown—cloth, 
cashmere, a water proof, worsted, grenadine, 
or any material that will not cockle in wet- 
ting. Press on the wrong side. 


CHOCOLATE CREAM CUSTARDS.—Set to boil 
a quart of milk; mix with halfa cup of cold 
mük two ounces of grated sweet chocolate, 
pour some of the boiling milk into it, and 
tben pour all back into the pan of boiling 
milk, stirring it all the time; when quite 
beated and about coming tothe boiling-point, 
add the yolks of six eggs which have been 
beaten with a cup of powdered sugar; when 
these are nicely blended add three whites, 
beuten with a little vanilla, keeping tHe three 
other whites for frosting; putin cups, anda 
teaspoonfui of the frosting on the top of eaca 
cup. - 


COCOA-NUT PUuppInG—Three slices of 
bread, soaked in pint of milk. Take six eggs— 
separate yolks from white. Beat the yolks well 
into the bread, using one egg ata time, add- 
ing one ounce of butter.

water, and again (3) nitrate of cobalt disselv- 
ed in water.

KERAMIUS IN JAPAN. 


Development and Progress of the Pot- 
tery and Porcelain Industry. ö 


— — 


The Japs and Their Peculiar Keramie Art 
Treasures—Mikadoland Manufactures. ~ 


Of late years there has grown up a perfect 
passion for Oriental art treasures, and fore- 
most among the collections made by cennois- 
seurs are Eastern productions of the keramic 
art. The chief and most valuable class of 
this kind is the Japanese ware, and in St. 
Louis many of the patrons of art have hand- 
some and splendid specimens of the peculiar 
keramic work of the liful Japs. 


Japanese pottery and vorcel are distinct 
in character from the Occidental ware, and, 
in the present day, when there isa perfect 
ergge“ for oriental bric-a-brac and porceiain, 
the manner in which this porcelain art indus- 
try has developed and thrived in the land of 
the Daimios may prove interesting. Toward 
the end of the sixth cert ny a Corean tile 
manufacturer eme to the capital 
of the Miba los realm to teach 
his profession, and under the Emperor Sari- 
mal (655—667 A. D.) an experiment was made 
to tile the roof of the temple belonging to the 
Imperial residence which was formerly thateh- 
ed fike other buildings. In the beginning of 
the same century,during the reign of the Em- 
perior Sinko (595—628 A. D.)the pagoda of the 
temple of Konuji, province of Yamato, was 
built of bricks. In 724 A. D. 
A PRIEST NAMED GIYOKI — 

invented or. what is more probable,introduced 
the potter’s wheel,and samples of earthenware 
made at that time are still in the temple of 
Yodijiin the province of Yamato. All the 
earthenware mentioned above consisted mere- 
ly of very common pottery; but after the in- 
troduction of the potter’s wheel the Emperor 
considered this industry important enough to 
appointa special official intrusted with the 
supervision and encouragement of this trade. 
Fresh progress was made when, in the time 
of the Emperor Go- Horikawa(1223-1233 A. D.) 
a man named Kato-Shirozayemon went to 
China and, after having seen some Chinese 
patterns, returned and settied in the province 
of Owari,at Seto, which isnow an important 
center of porcelain industry. 

However, the pottery which be made at that 
time was not porcelain, but a kind of stone- 
ware. A new article called *‘raku” was in- 
troduced inthe beginning of the sixteenth 
century by a Corean named Ameva, who went 
to the capital of Kiyoto, where his descende . 
ants in the eleventh generation are still pursu- 
ing the same trade. This raku,““ which is 
but a common black earthenware with a 
Zlaze containing lead, is only made in small 
pieces, each of which is baked separately. 

The principal articles made in olden 
times were the tea-bowls used for 
the peculiar tea- parties called 
‘*-Cha-no-yu.’? The latter were organized 
and provided with an elaborate system of cer- 
emonial rules by order of the Sheogun Tacko- 
sama, who honored the manufacture of the 
raku with a golden seal on which the charac- 
ter“ raku,“ meaning something like ‘*‘*enjoy- 
ment,“ was engraved. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT PROGRESS 
which was realized in ceramic art was the be- 
Zinning of the making of real porcelain under 
the direction of Gorodayu Sbonsui, a native 
of Ise, who went w China for the purpose of 
studying this branch of trade. After his re- 
turn (between 158) and 1590 <A. 
D.) he settled in the province 
of Hizen, at present the most important 
center of the porcelain industry. With the 
excellent material found in the country he 
succeeded in making all the different kinds 
of porcelain which even to-day form the sta- 
ple produce of Hizen,viz.: Some-tsuki,or blue 
ware painted with cobalt oxide under the 
glaze; the Kanyu or Hibiki, i. e., the cra- 
quele; the Seidji, or Celadon ware; the Aksai 
or red ware,and the Gosal, which name means 

in r the tive colors, and was much 
used for the porcelain painted with vitrifia- 
ble colors upon the glaze. This ware is called 

Nisbikide. The old Hizen, or, as it is some- 

times called, Imari, porcelain, 
chiefly manufactured in Arita, 
is decorated witha very limited number of 
colors, blue under the glaze, black for the out- 
lines of the ornamentation, then red, green 
und gold. For a short time after the intro- 
duction ef this new industry the articles were 
generally marked with the name of the above- 
mentioned Shonsui, indicating that it was 
made in accordance with the style taught by 
him. 

HIZEN PORCELAIN. 

About this time, after the Corean war (1592), 
several Corean porcelai: - makers were brought. 
off to Hizen by the Prince of Nabeshima- 
Navshije, and contributed greatly to the de- 
velopment cf the new industry. There are 
yet many descendants of these Coreans living 
in Arita, but they have entirely amalgamatec& 
themselves with the Japanese. In more re- 
cent times porcelain-making was commenced 
in other provinces where the proper clay 
is to be found, such as, for instance, Maga, 
Owari and Mino in Kiyoto, and some other 
places of less importance. ‘lhe different ware 
which comes to market is sometimes called by 
the name of the trading town, sometimes by 
that of the manufacturing place, or else by 
the name of the province. The Hizen procelain,

also called Immi ware, is manufactured in 
Arita and its surrounding district, si uated at 
about forty-five miles distance from Nagasaki 
in a northerly <irectiog. This is the ware 
which was first Known to the Europeans 
through the Dutch, who had a settlement up- 
on the island of Desima, near to Nagasaki. 
and who for a few centuries enjoyed the 
exelusive privilege of trading with 
Jupar. The Owari or Seto por- 
celain is made in Seto, 4 
small place six miles from Nagoya, the priu- 
cipal town of the province of Owarl. The 
Kava or Kutani ware was formerly maaufag- 
tured in the town of Kutaul, province of Ka- 
va, but it is now made in th village of Ya- 
meshiro. of the same province. As regards 
the Kiyoto and the Nitao ware, both are made 
in the places after which they are named. 
SATSUMA WARE. 

About the time of the arrival of the Corean 
workmen in Arita, province of Hizen, anoth- 
er General of the Japanese army invading 
Corea, Viz.. the. Prince of Satsuma, She- 
mudzu Yoshibisaé, brought home with him a 
certain number of wporcelain-makers with 
their families, who settied in tae ne:ghbor- 
hood of Kagoshima. Here, after maay ex- 
periments, they succeeded in producing tae 
article pow known by the name of Sawuma 
ware. Up toa few years ago they were kept 
entirely separate from the Japanese popula- 
tion, intermarriage with them beiag prohib- 
ited, ud thus they had preserved toa certaia - 
exient their language and their customs. 
Since the establishment of the central governs 
nent, however, they enjoy the same rigdw 
and liberties as the other subjects.

OUR BOOK TABLE. 


U. Steuart Trench’s ‘‘Realities of Irish 
Life“ (Roberts Brothers, Boston) is a very 
seasonable book, coming as it does at a time 
when all eyes are turned upon Erin, and all 
hearts are sympathizing with her in her 
affliction. The book takes rather a biograph- 


ica] form, as Mr. Trench was an actor in all 
the scenes which he describes, and as his 
style is lucid, and the incidents all of them 
interesting, he has succeeded in giving a 
very intelligible account of the state of 
Ireland. The volume begins with 
a dedication, has an explanatory half preface 
uddressed to the Earl of Dunraven, a noble- 
man tolerably well known in America, and 
the book proper opens with a description of 
school days in Armagh in 1821. Even there 
the wonderful inconsistencies of Irish life are 
very evident. The material spread before 
the reader throughout the book is of a kind 
Which does not often meet the eye of the 
American reader. It is the English 
side of the story of the Ribbon conspiracy, 
and asthe author himself says his life was 
worked out: 

‘*From youth to manhood and from man- 
hood to the verge of age it has been my lot 
to live surrounded by a kind of poetic turbu- 
lenceand almost romantic violence, which I 
believe could scarcely belong to real life in 
any other country in the world.“ | 

_ inasmuch as facts alone are 
given, with no expressions of 
opinion the book has a value which it wonld 
hot otberwise own, apd to those who are anx- 
ious or even willing to see the reverse of the 
piture of Irish wrongs this book cannot but be 
interesting.

Carondelet, which constitutes the south end 
of St. Louis, has gone through a great and 
wonderful change in the last few months. 
When the April showers began to fall a year 
ago it was one of the deadest and most for- 
lorn-looking places in the country, and for 
four or five years previous it had slept the 
motionless sleep of gloomy desolation. It 
was worse than a banquet hall deserted. The 
fires in the roaring furnaces had 
gone out and the thousands of busy workmen 
bad departed for more favorable fields of la- 
bor. It looked as though the place was 
doomed to final and complete destruction. 
Property of all kinds went down to the lowest 
figures. Many of the best people moved 
away and it seemed as though the curse of 
the hard times had especially fallen upon it. 
But see the change a few short months have 
brought! Never was the metamor- 
phosis more complete. The re- 
habilitation of prosperity is complete and 


the paimy days of 1870 have come back. A 
reporter of the POST-DISPATCH took one of 
the afternoon trains of the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road atthe Plum Street 4 yesterday aud 
went down to the River des Peres, the south - 
ern limits of the city. This was 
SEVEN MILES OF TRAVEL 

through what bas suddenly come to be the 
richest and busiest manufacturing portion of 


St. Louis. There is something instructive 
in the way 2a great railroad line 
gathers about it a vast collection 


of industries, and to which it gives life and 
activity. In 1860 there was but little between 
the Plum Street Depot and the River des 
Peres buttbe bare track of a new railroad 
over wbich there passed an occasional train. 
There now passes over this sametrack a heav- 
ily loaded train every twenty or thirty min- 
utes, and all the distance of the whole seven 
miles, and even further, there are long 
rows of cars on side tracks awaiting 
an opportunity to be moved. But this busy 
highway is only the central artery of a great 
system of business that hasits represente- 
tive establishments scattered along on either 
side. A great, tall-grain elevator here, a 
crowded freight depot there, further down a 
dozen acres of cotton warehouses, then a roll- 
ing-mill, then a huge car manufactory that 
employs hundreds of men, then 
great ice- houses that belong to 
the immense breweries over on the hill, then the 
great iron-works across the river; next Ca- 
rondelet with its furnaces and steel works in 
every direction, and from which the white 
steam andthe black smoke rise up day and 
night and mingle in the clouds above. It is as 
busy a picture as any lover of 
PUSH AND ENTERPRISE 


could wish to see. As soon as 
you touch the northern edge of 
Carondelet vou behold the evidences 


of the vast traffic that is going there in every 
direction. Just across the river there are seen 
lopg lines of freight cars being moved or 
Waiting to be moved bythe busy engines 
which run to and fro like toys on the smooth 
flocr. There isa huge transfer boat that is 
kept busy day and night moving cars from the 


west to the east side of the river. It often 
takes over 400 4 day, and 
in the month of February crossed 
not less than 8,000. These cars come from 


the Kirkwood Branch of the Missouri Pacific 
and the Iron Mountain. Nearlvallof the 
cattle trains of the latter road are transferred 
here and taken up to the National Stock Yards 
on the other side of the river. The vast in- 
crease of this railroad transfer business, with 
the increased demand for coal to supply iron 
manufacturing establishments, has again 
caused to be agitated more strongly {than 
ever the subject of a bridge across the 
river at Carondelet. The building 
of it is only a matter of time. It is needed 
now, and the old company that was organized 
in 1873 shows signs of coming to life. It would 
not be atall surprising if active operations 
were begun in less than three months. 

The convention of

here not only recessitates a bridge for the more 
rapid and convenient transfer of cars, but it 
also makes a demand for 
A GRAIN ELEVATOR. 

Much of the wheat and corn that cometo 
the St. Louis market are brought here by the 
Missouri Pacific and the Iron Mountain. The 
business in this line done by these tworoads 
is ample to supply an elevator of the largest 
class, and the building of one to hold 
2,000,000 odd bushels of grain has already been 
resolved ugon by people who have all the 
means necessary toaccomplish the enter- 
Prise. It will be oneofthe family of grain 
elevators that already exist in this city, and 
which will be ultimately extended to Cairo 
and New Orleans. 

Butthe iron industry heads all others at 
Carondelet, and in this there has been a most 
wonderful revival. Every furnace and mill 
there is now in operation except 
one, and that will be started up ina week or 
two. Tolook at the vast amount of capital 
invested in these establishments will at once 
convince one of the vast amount of business 
they create when in operation. The Meir 
Furnace cost about $600,000, the Missouri 
Furnaces about $200,000, the South St. Louis 
Furnaces about $200,000, the Jupiter Furnace 
about $300,000, the Vulcan Steel Works 
about $1,600,000, other metal works about 
$600,000; total, $4,000,000. The product 
of these various establishments is immense, as 
will be seen by the following table: 

Meir Furnace...... ... 100 tons pig iron per day 
Missouri Furnaces... 100 tons pig iron per day 


South St. Louis Fur- 
naces—ꝛw- 100 tons pig iron per day 
Jupiter Furnace...... So tons pig iron per day 


Total pig iron produced per day, 380 tons, 
which is worth, at $40 a ton, $15,300. The 
Vulcan Steel Works can produce 250 tons of 
steel rails a day, which, at $80 a ton, 
would amount to 520, 000. The 
daily product of the zine works is worth 
3 $1,000. So that the value of 
the total metal product of Carondelet is or 
soon will be not far from 0,000 a day. Of 
course.such a vast business gives employment 
to a large number of men. The Vulcan Works 
alone atthe present time employ over 1,000 


men. 


The reporter was shown through 
THE VULCAN WORKS 
yesterday afternoon by Mr. Duncan, who is in 
immediate charge. It is one of the largest in- 
stitutions of the kind in America; in fact there 
are less than a dozen in the whole country. 
It is here that the common iron ore is taken 


from the cars by which it is brought from the. 


mines and turued into Bessemer _ steel 
rails. There are four separate departments— 
the blast furnace, the converting department, 
the bloom mill, and the rail mill. After 
going through the blast furnace the metal is 
pig iron, and in that shape it is remeited for 
the Bessemer process, after which it is mould- 
ed irto ingots. It is then taken to other fur- 
naces, reheated and run through the bloom 
miils, and from there finally goes to the rail 
mills. There are two large converting retorts, 
in each of which there are put 
600 tons of molten iron at 
a ‘‘heat,’? and these tests are blown 
off about every thirty minutes. This blowing 
process, by which the iron is converted into 
steel, is almost frightful to look at. The air 
is let in below and rushes up through the 
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the upper end inte a chimney with a great 
force and a loud sizzing noise that sounds like 
the boiling of the bottomless pit. The flame 
that bursts out with such wild and intense 
— is so bright that it is impossible to 
loo at it for a moment witn 
the naked eye, and many of the persons who 
work in this department have to use heavy- 
colored glasses. But it would take another 


column to describe the Vulcan Steel Works. 


It was growing dark when the reporter 
turned on bis way back to the city, and the 
bright flames from a hundred chimneys shone 
out and made the heavens lurid. It was James 
Paxton who said it was like looking down in- 
to a mighty furnace to see Pittsburg by night. 


It will soon be so with Carondelet. 


LOCAL MARKETS. 


The Prices of Articles Generally Used 
, in the Household. 


The past week has seen a great improve- 
ment in the business transacted by the differ- 
ent departments of the city markets. During 
Lent the trade in all branches except vegeta- 
bles and fish was very quiet and small, but 


now the spring rush has commenced and 

greater activity is manifested in all directions. 

The sales have increased, in number and 

—.— and greater varieties of edibles are 
isplayed as a natural result. The usual 

lively and animated Saturday scene was pre- 

sented this morning at the various markets. 

POULTRY. 

The present season has been avery good one 
for a plentiful supply of game, and the wild 
duck, snipe and other articles are in the mar- 
ket in large quantities. The turkey alone is 
scarce, but this can readily be accounted for 
in the lateness of the season. The prices of 
the different kinds of poultry and game were 
this morning as follows: Mallard ducks are 
sold for 50c a pair; teal dueks bring 40c, while 
the ordinary mixed ducks only command from 
We to 356. The canvas-backs are quoted at 
$2 a pair. The red-beads are retailed at $1 25. 
Wilson’s snipe bring $1 50 per dozen. Plover 
are selling at $1 per dozen. Turkeys retail at 
lde a pound, — dressed chickens are held at 
prices ranging from We to 40e apiece. 

MEATS AND FISH. 

The nicest varieties of meat are now offered 
for sale, While the same statement may be 
— of thefish. The quotations are as be- 

ow: 

Sirloin steaks are sold for 121-2 to 15 cents 
per pound. Porter- house cuts are held at 15 
cents. Rib roasts are quoted at a bit a pound. 
Lamb is retailed from $1 to $125 per quarter. 
Veal sells from 8 to 12 1-2 cents per pound. 
Mutton is quoted from 5 to 12 cents a pound. 
depending on the quality of the meat. Pork 
retails at 8 cents and sausages sell for the same 
priee. Fish is held at prices ranging from 8 
to 12 cents a pound. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Green pears have appeared in market and 
are selling for 10 cents a quart, or 75 cents per 
peck. Cucumbers have been advanced in 
price and are now offered for 20 cents a piece. 
New potatoes are had at $1 per peck. Rad- 
ishes 40 cents adozen. New beats $1 per doz- 
en. Lima beans 10 cents per quart. Onions 
3 bunches for 5 cents. Asparagus 3 bunches 
for 25 cents. Pie plant is held at 50 cents per 
dozen. Green peas at 50 cents a quart. To- 
matoes at 50 cents a dozen, and lettuce the 
same price. Oranges are selling from 25 to 
50 cents àa dozen. Lemons are retailing at ® 
to 30 cents per dozen. Eggs sre worth 10 
cents per dozen, and butter is sold for 25 to 40 
cents a pound. 


A REMARKABLE BOOK. 


The Forthcoming Volume on ‘‘Snaix,’’ 
For Which Two St. Louis Journalists 
W e Responsible. 

Tobe Mitchell and John J. Jennings, two 
brain-spillers for a morning publication, have 
a fascinating volume in press, which rejoices 
in the funny phonetic title of ‘*Snaix,’’ and 
which will be turned loose en the community 
in the early part of the coming week. Whether 
the book is intended asarevelation of the 
personal experiences of the two journalists

It will be as 
attractive as the glistening eyes of the ser- 
pent itself, and will make a stir through the 
country equal to the commotion which a thir- 
teen-rattler is capable of creating ata board- 
ing-school picnic, or a cobradi capella can 
extemporize in a woman-suffrage convention. 
The possibilities of sucha title as that worn 
by the book cover a wide range of romance, 
and the abilities of its authors to make the 
most of a subject warrant the prediction that 
within its covers no feature of snakeology or 
reptilian fiction will be overlooked, and 
no serpent of any importance will be neg- 
lected, from the old boy’’ who played the 
apple trick on Mother Eve in the garden of 
Paradise down sto the sea serpent and river 
Leviathan, whose ravages have struck terror 
into the hearts of dwellers in the Missouri 
bottom lands and have made the dragon 
stories of old seem so many Sabbath-school 
fubles in comparison. The book will be put 
up in handsome square binding, with illu- 
minated backs and appropriate snake embel- 
lishments. It is needless to say few families 
in St. Louis, or indeed anywhere, will be able 
to get along without the new publication. As 
a temperance tract it will be invaluable, and 
as an addition to the literature of the lan- 
guage and to this special department 
of natural history its appearance will be hailed 
by the intelligence of the country as a bless- 
ing to be thankful for and to be forever borne 
in mind. ‘*‘Snaix’’ will be a cheap book, and 
its matter will fill 150 large pages.
